Power  Plant  Similar  to 
Human  Body 


The  heart  is  the  power  plant  of  the  human  body,  and  let  anything  go 
wrong  there  and  the  entire  system  feels  the  effect.  So  also  if  anything 
happens  to  the  system,  the  heart  feels  the  effects,  a3  does  the  remainder  of 

Compare  that  to  the  power  plant,  which  is  as  delicate  in  its  senses  as 
the  human  heart.  The  electric  lighting  system  with  its  wires  running  to  the 
limits  of  the  district,  is  as  subject  to  ills  as  the  human  body. 

Inside  and  outside  the  plant  there  are  a  thousands  things  that  may  in- 
terrupt the  service,  shut  off  your  lights,  stop  your  elevator  between 
floors  or  interfere  with  the  car  service. 

When  we  tell  you  that  no  human  agency  can  foresee  these  troubles 
and  prevent  them,  we  give  you  expert  information  such  as  a  physician 
gives  to  you  relative  to  your  body.  There  are  new  causes  for  interrupted 
service  arising  every  day,  just  as  there  are  unforeseen  accidents  happening 
to  people  every  day. 

In  order  to  meet  these  contingencies  and  to  reduce  the  time  that  the 
current  is  off,  we  maintain  practically  a  duplicate  plant.  Our  power  plant 
generates  17,200  electrical  horse  power,  while  our  "Peak"  load  demands 
only  10,000  electrical  horse  power.  Our  boilers  have  a  capacity  of  17,900 
horse  power,  but  we  need  only  about  10,000  horse  power  for  our  maximum 
service.  There  are  31  boilers,  but  we  use  only  16  of  them  at  the  period  of 
greatest  demand.  The  45  or  50  per  cent  of  excess  equipment  represents 
emergency  needs,  provided  for  the  sole  purpose  of  giving  you  a  continuous 
and  uninterrupted  service,  which  costs  us  in  the  neighborhood  of  $900,000, 
or  only  a  little  less  than  one-half  the  total  cost  of  the  tfntire  plant. 

Ib  every  way  we  have  a  duplicate  plant,  so  that  when  one  part  gets  »ut 
of  commission  we  throw  in  the  remainder  and  the  service  is  interrupted 
only  a  few  minutes,  just  long  enough  to  make  the  necessary  changes.  But 
still  we  cannot  entirely  prevent  these  breaks,  for  it  takes  from  one  to  ten

If  one  engine  is  grounded  by  crossed  wires  or  an  accident  of 
any  kind  occurs  inside  or  outside  the  power  plant,  it  takes  about  ten  min- 
utes to  cut  in  another  engine  and  get  it  "tuned"  properly.  And  we  have 
the  latest,  most  accurate  and  expensive  machinery  for  this  work.
